On Conscription: 


TORONTO, July 29, — (CP)— 
Delegates to the 10th anniversary 
convention of the C.C.F, Tues- 
day approved in general its na- 
tional council’s program for “vic- 
tory and reconstruction” but sent 
back several clauses for revision, 
one of them dealing with the 
conscription of manpower, 

The conscription clause, one of 
several dealing with “mobilization 
for total war,” called for “the 
selective use of our manpower, 

whether in productive or military 
services, as part of a unified plan 
for the conscription of wealth and 
other resources.” 


REFERRED BACK 

The suggestion to the national 
council as the clause was referred 
back was that it should make it 
more clear that the C.C.F. program 
would not embody conscription for 
military service or work in indus- 
try until wealth and other re- 
sources were conscripted as well. 


The national council's report, 
which was read by David Lewis 
of Ottawa, national secretary, and 
later discussed clause by clause, 
suggested a five-point war policy, 
a program for post-war Canada 
and a program for world recon- 
struction after the war. 

The convention rejected a pro- 
posal for support of a national 
government while it also took steps 
to expand the scope of the Co- 
operative Commonwealth youth 
movement. 


WANT “EQUALITY 
OF SACRIFICE” 

In the debate on the conscription 
clause in the national council's 
program, G. Gagnon of Montreal, 
secretary of the Quebec C.CF., 
declared that “French - Canada 
wants to win the war as much as 
anyone with a soul. But not with 
conscription of manpower only; 
we want equality of sacrifice.” 

M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. leader 
in the House of Commons, said 
that the party’s representatives in 
the house look on selective ser- 
vice as “part of a unified program 
and until such a program is put 
into effect we would not feel free 
to vote for selective service.”

The RAF, statement that the

Meanwhile, the Hurricane fighter 


bombers patrolling the German- 
held coast were said to have dam- 
aged a 300-400-ton steamer and a 
motor torpedo boat, and probably 
damaged three other vessels.

HEAVY DAMAGE DONE 

A Messerschmitt which attacked 
two British trawlers in the English 
channel early today was reported 
by the admiralty to have been shot 
into the sea. The admiralty said 
there were three casualties on the 
trawlers, but no serious damage. 

The air ministry news service 

said damage wrought by British 

attacks upon the Lowlands and 
northern France included rail- 
way locomotives and the oil and 
water tanks of various factories.

An R.A.F, account of last night's 
raid said: 

“There was much heavy cloud 
over the city but large fires were 
seen by a number of the crews who 
went down below the cloud in face 
of fierce opposition from anti-air- 
craft guns and searchlights to 
bomb from a low level.”

The question of an early 
second front in Europe seems 
likely to be decided by the 
Germans themselves. 

Russian dispatches report that 
they have thrown 20 more panzer 
divisions, which means possibly 

10,000 tanks, into the battle of the 
Don. This follows reports that 
nine fresh infantry divisions have 
been moved up to the front. 

It clearly indicates the ultimate 
German effort to crush Russia this 
summer and the supreme test for 
Russia. Hitler's overwhelming bid 
for victory may compel the Allies 
to open a second front to keep Rus- 
sia in the war, even though they 
would prefer to wait until they are 
better organized for it. 

The London Times appeared to

Housing Act ~~ 
Extended For 
Small Homes 


OTTAWA, July 29—(CP)— 
Extension of the National War 
Housing Act to encourage con- 
struction of small permanent 
homes.in congested areas was 


announced in the House of Com- 
mons today by Finance Minister 
IIsley, 

He said the supplementary esti- 
mates to be brought down later 
would contain $1,000,000 to assist 
this development. 

There would also be an estimate 
of $2,000,000 to guarantee loans 
covering the transformation of 
large houses in congested areas 
into two or three-apartment 
dwellings. 

The minister said the housing 
problem represented various dif- 
ficulties, among them the shortage 
of materials and _ particularly 
metals. Thare was a shortage of 
housing accommodation in urban 
areas where war activities had ex- 
panded, 


POST-WAR SAFEGUARD 


Decision had to be made as be- 
tween temporary wartime housing 
and permanent structure. A build- 
ing program after the war would 
be a safeguard against depression. 

Mr. Iisley said the government 

had been assisted in reaching a 
decision on housing by the re- 

port of a sub-committee of the 

war expenditures committee, 

tabled July 16, 


He was recommending an_ in- 
crease in the appropriation for the 
National War Housing Act to per- 
mit the construction of small 
houses in congested areas where 
permanent houses could be built 
without creating a surplus after 
the war. 

The use of non-war materials 
would have to be considered in 
any housing program. 

Mr. Ilsley said requests had been 
made for a change in the housing 
act provisions which limits 90-per 
cent loans to loans on houses cost- 
ing not more than $2,000. The ex- 
tension of the cost to $3,000 or $3,- 
500 was urged but the government 
had decided there would be no 
change in the existing provisions.

A communique said the Red 
army was “displaying stubborn 
istence”..after being . forced 
jack in the Bataisk area, 15 miles 
south of Rostov along the main 
railway to the oil port of Baku. 
Kushchevka is a station on this 
line 45 miles south of Rostov. 
The Germans also were meeting 
stiff resistance against a secondary 
thrust developing down a spur line 
angling southeast from Bataisk to 
the junction with the Tikhoretsk- 
Stalingrad railway at Salsk, 100 
miles southeast of Rostov. 


AIMS OF NAZI DRIVES 

Fasther up the Don, midway be- 
tween Rostov and Stalingrad, the 
Germans battled fiercely under 
shellfire and boinbing in an at- 
tempt to enlarge at least three 
bridgeheads on the south bank of 
the river in the Tsimlyansk area, 
where the Don flows within 35 
miles of the last rail line between 
Russia and the Caucasus. 

(The German high command 
said the Russians were being 
pushed back despite stubborn re- 
sistance, and reported that its 
troops had crossed the Sal and 

Manych rivers, tributaries which 
enter the Don from the south. The 
Sal is 20 miles south of the Don 
in the Tsimlyansk region, and the 
Manych is 40 miles south of the 
Don midway between the Sal and 
Rostov.) 

Izvestia, the government news- 
paper, said Russian airmen had 
shot down 122 German planes in

C.CF. Stresses 
Urgent Needs 
For Farm Help 


TORONTO, July 29.—(CP)—A 
demand that the government 
cease “to draw manpower from 
the farms for any other purpose” 
was voiced today at the 10th an- 
niversary convention of the C.C.F. 
as approval was given to three 
resolutions dealing with agricul- 
tural problems. 

The farm manpower resolution 
also asked “that priority regula- 
tions governing the supply of farm 
equipment be relaxed until all non- 
essential industries and services 
have been eliminated” and that the 
government embark on a program 
of training men and women now 
unemployed or engaged in unessen- 
tial industry for agricultural work. 


Henry Young, a delegate from 
Alberta, who introduced the reso- 
lution, warned that unless the gov- 
ernment took steps to meet the 
farm labor shortage Canada may 
soon face a shortage of food. 

“We need manpower, machinery 
and supplies to maintain produc- 
tion. It is questionable if all the 
crops can be harvested this year,” 
he said. 

As non-essential industries Mr. 
Young cited gold mining, selling of 
stocks and> bonds, “gambling in 
food on the Winnipeg grain ex- 
change,” stock markets elsewhere 
and duplication of bread and milk 
delivery services in cities.

Companies Get 
Some Relief On 
Tax Payments 


OTTAWA, July 29. — (CP) — 
Some relief for companies re- 
quired to begin instalment pay- 
ments on 1942 excess profits and 
corporation income tax at the end 
of this month was announced in 
the House of Commons today by 
Finance Minister lisley. 

Under the original taxation pro- 
gram for 1942-43, the minister said, 
such companies were required to 
pay 1/12th by July’31. It had been 
represented to him that those who 
had taken the instalment method of 
paying 1941 taxes, with the last in- 
stalment Aug. 31, might find diffi- 
culty in making payments on both 
1941 and 1942 iax in the first two 
months, since the payments would 
overlap for that period. 

He said it is proposed that in re- 
spect to the first two instalments 
the payments may be deferred, with 
interest charged at the rate of three 
per cent instead of eight per cent. 

This would permit the companies 
to postpone these two payments 
until later in the year by paying 


The German press . discussed

TOLD TO EXPECT ATTACK 

The German press assured the 
people of the Reich that any sec- 
ond front effort could be beaten— 
but for the first time added that 
such an effort could be expected. 


Dispatches from Germany said 
Von Rundstedt is re-shaping his 
defence plans with three  prob- 


lems in mind; the military effort 
required, the possibility of rebel- 
lion by the people of the occupied 
countries, and the need for speedy 
transport of mobile defence forces 
to battle areas. 

One dispatch from Berlin said 
the Allied-fed “underground 
war” in the occupied countries 
of western Europe had led to a 
belief among people tired of war 
“and possibly even more so with 
occupation” that the appearance 
of Allied troops in landings along 
the coast would be “a quick and 
final operation.” 

The dispatch said Von 
stedt is taking measures 
any such feeling. 

How many troops Germany has 
in the west remained uncertain. 

Estimates in reports received 
here from Berlin have varied from 
50 to 120 divisions—750,000 to 1,- 
800,000 men—spread along the 
coastline from Norway to south- 
ern France, 


TWO POSSIBILITIES 

Behind all these outward signs of 
nervousness in Berlin, allied ob- 
servers saw two possibilities: 

1—Nazi propaganda is trying to 
conceal a condition of only “skele- 
ton defence” left in western Europe 
as a result of manpower drained 
for use against Russia, thus hoping 
to bluff the Allies out of an inva- 
sion attempt. 

2—Germany is genuinely alarm-

Unified Command 
Aleutian Islands 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(AP) 
—Creation of a unified command 
of all aircraft operations in the 
Aleutian islands was announced 
by the United States navy today. 

It said that details as to com- 
mand relationships and the exact 
location of headquarters could not 
be disclosed as they would be of 
value to the enemy. 

The navy reported, however, that 
a naval officer now in the Aleu- 
tians area had been placed in com- 
mand of the joint operations by 
naval and army aircraft.

Fascism Or Democracy?

The C.C.F. party, at its convention in 
Toronto, refused to accept a resolution ap- 
proving conscription and sent this back to 
a committee to be amended into a declara- 


tion that unless there is conscription of all 
wealth there should be no conscription of 
manpower. 

This is fresh treason to the principle 
of democracy. The Government of the 
country has been authorized by parlia- 
ment to draft men for military service, 
after the most scrupulous application of 
democratic procedure. This action has 
been most emphatically sanctioned by di- 
rect vote of the electors. 

Yet a political party whose members 
number only 8 out of 245 in the House of 
Commons undertakes to say that unless 
state socialism is put into effect this de- 
claration of the popular will must count 
for nothing and Canada must not under 
any circumstances use drafted men to 
reinforce its fighting forces outside the 
Dominion. 

The issue thus raised‘ not the merits 
or demerits of state socialism. It is the 
plain question of whether Canada is to be 
ruled by will of the majority or by the 
dictates of a minority. Majority rule is 
democracy. Minority rule is fascism. The 
C.C.F., which has posed as an ultra-demo- 
cratic party, has gone over to fascism.

Hong Kong Was Doomed

The one important outcome of the de- 


bate on the Hong Kong report is the state- 
ment of Col. Ralston that the officers cen- 
sured in the report have been retired and 
the department branches concerned thor- 


oughly reorganized. 

That is now all that can matter. What 
happened cannot’ be undone. That steps 
have been taken to see that the mistakes 
are not repeated is all the circumstances 
made possible. That should have been 
done, and was done. ue 

As a matter of fairness the Minister 
asked that it be not forgotten that these 
officers had been working under high 
pressure and had done good work, though 
they failed in the matter of getting the 
equipment that was available to the em- 
barkation port in time to be put aboard 
the transport. 

As things turned out, even that over- 
sight may not have been altogether a dis- 
advantage. It was not shown in the report, 
and was not shown in the debate, that the 
contingent would have fared better if the 
limited amount of equipment which could 
have been put on the transport had been 
taken along. These supplies were forward- 
ed by a later ship, which was diverted to 
Manila when the Japs raided Pearl Har- 
bor, and the guns may have been of some 
use there to the defenders of Bataan. 

Nor in the light of events is there any 
probability that Hong Kong could have 
been held however many men were sent 
there and however excellently they were 
armed. Whoever planned the fortifications 
did not provide for a water supply that 
could be kept from falling into enemy 
hands in case of siege. Once the Japanese 
got control of the reservoirs, the “strong- 
hold” was indefensible, the bigger the gar- 
rison the more prisoners were bound to be 
taken, and the more ample the equipment 
the more the captors were certain to get. 


The Russian Reserves 


The Nazi forces in Russia are back 
where they were at the beginning of last 
November—at Rostov. They are better 
than three months ahead of last year’s 
schedule, though the drive was started 


about the same date. 

But last year Moscow was the objec- 
tive, and the raid to Rostov a side-thrust. 
This year the main push has been toward 
the Caucasus, with only holding attacks 
farther north. The purpose undoubtedly 
is to capture the oil fields, either because 
the Nazi supplies are running low, or to 
cut the Caucasus fuel off from the Rus- 
sian forces. 

Despite the predictions of experts, 
there is no positive evidence that the 
Fuehrer’s planes or ground vehicles are 
short of oil. The inference is that he is 
more anxious to cut the Russian supply 


lines than to tap new sources for himself. 
Both objects are probably in mind, and 
both would be attained should the offen- 
sive maintain its momentum, From the 
Don to Baku is 600 miles in a straight line, 
considerably farther by road and railway. 


The gravity of the situation for the 
Russians is obvious. But So is its gravity 
for the invaders. They have got a long 
way from home. They have left Russian 
forces intact all the way along their 
flank They must have massed men 
and machines for this effort at the ex- 
pense of leaving some other sectors in the 
long front thinly held. Should the Rus- 
sians be able to get a counter-drive going 
the line of their supports, the 
spearhead invading forces could hardly

escape disaster—-and they are said to 
number 2,000,000 men, with equipment 
out of all proportion to that of forces 


merely holding positions 
A curious feature of the Moscow dis- 
patehes has been the consistent report 
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that the Russians were outnumbered 
everywhere along the battle sector. This 
can only mean that Timoshenko has been 
holding enormous reserves somewhere, 
for the Red army is far superior in num- 
bers. These may have been held back 
because they are under-equipped. But 
also they may have been held poised for 
strategic reasons at some point where a 
counter-drive is planned. If so, news may 
come any time that they are on the move.

During the first half of this year the 
city’s utilities were able to pay into the 
general funds as taxes and surplus earn- 
ings the sum of $519,201, a gain of $8,866 
over the amount turned in during the first 
half of 1941.

Senator Owen is one of the} 
best informed men in the world} 
on our United States monetary, 
system. He organized and has} 
been a director of a successful | 
national bank for 50 years. When | 
President Woodrow Wilson signed | 
the Federal Reserve Act Decem-| 
ber 23, 1913, he wrote Senator 
Robert Owen a beautiful let-

Non-Interest Bearing 


First. Experience has demon-

At the present rate of interest 
our existing debt, as of June 1942 
is costing about a billion and a 
half dollars per annum. 

By July 1, 1943, our national 
debt will be about $130,000,900,000 
with an annual charge of about 3 
billions 

By July 1, 1944, the public debt 
is estimated slightly in excess of 
200 billions, on which the annual 
interest would be about 5 bil- 
lions, 

In other words, the annual charge 
on the taxpayers, in excess of 
the present charge for interest, | 
will increase 3.5 billions per 
annum by July TI, 1944. 

When _ taxpayers contemplate | 
this charge for increased annual 
taxes for interest, in addition to 
the amount necessary to amortize 
the principal fund, they will be 


justified in challenging the eco-| 
nomic need for paying such in-

Incalculable Suffering 
Innocent, Guilty Alike

Any person who has had the misfortune to be implicated 

in an accident, but who had the good fortune to survive it, 
almost invariably will state that the most harrowing experi- 
ence in his life was condensed in that split second when he 


was Staring death in the face.+ 


Few persons are able to re- 
late such experiences after sur- 
viving the ordeal. Few are abso- 
lutely unaffected by it mentally 
or physically. 

The consequences suffered by the 
victim during that split second, are 
at times sufficient to affect him for 
life. 

Assuming that he escaped un- 
scratched, but that his carelessness 
or neglect was the direct cause 
of the death of an innocent person, 
the mental strain suffered by the 
guilty person for the rest of his 
life is incalculable. His life may 
be shortened considerably as a re- 
sult. 


MORE SERIOUS 

Much more serious are the con- 
sequences to the victim's relatives. 
They have lost a loved one through 
circumstances over which they have 
no control. Grief, sorrow, 
entanglements and funeral 
penses must be borne by the in- 


nocent. The ordeal often is almost 
unbearable, 
Accidents sometimes leave the | 


victim in such a helpless physical | 
condition that he and his relatives | 


may have hoped even for his death. 
The results, whatever the causes 


of the accidents may be, are never | 


happy ones. 

Day by day, year by year, 
traffic takes its appalling toll and 
as a result husbands and wives, 
sons and daughters, charities or 
civic bodies, pay funeral charges, 
hospital bills and maintenance 
costs.

Highway Speed 
Is Beneficial 


Curtailment of motor car speed 
to a maximum of 40 miles per 
hour in this province has brought 
about a 50 percent reduction in 
traffic accidents, according to 
word received from the provin- 
cial secretary's department by the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

Full information concerning acci- 
dents is registered in the depart- 
ment, which receives reports from 
all. parts of the province. 

Another factor is that the number 
of deaths from motor accidents in 
Alberta decreased from 21 in the 
first three months of the 1941-42 
license year, April, May and June, 
to 10 for the same three months 
of this year. 


ALL PROVINCES 

The 40-mile-per-hour limit was 
fixed in an order issued by the 
dominion authorities and applies 
in all provinces. 

Officials say there is no doubt 
that the 40-mile rate has brought 
about greater safety on the high- 
ways. Similar conditions have been 
reported in other provinces and 
also in the United States. 

“The reports indicate that since 
the car speeds were cut to 40 miles 
per hour, motor accidents have de- 
creased at least 50 per cent,” a pro- 
vincial official stated. 


DRIVE SLOWER 

People are driving more slowly 
and taking heed of advice to assist 
in conserving gasoline and tires. 
The gas rationing system took ef- 
fect April 1 of this year, and the 
40-mile limit May 1. 

In Alberta there were three 
deaths from motor vehicle acci- 
dents in April, compared with four 
in April, 1941. The death total in 
May, 1941, was 11, compared with 
two this year. For June, motor ve- 
hicle accidents last year took six 
lives and this year five, 


OTHER CAUSES 

Officials point out that in con- 
trast with the death toll in 1941 
when reckless driving was ascribed 
as the cause of a large proportion 
of the accidents, a similar condition 
has not prevailed since April 1. For 
example, in June, hardly any of the 
accidents were believed to be due 
to reckless driving, but to other 
causes, 

It is believed that another factor 
in the situation is that R.C.M.P. 
officers are “cracking down” on 
those who are found to be driving 
at more than 40 miles per hour. 
Recently at Edmonton, a driver was 
fined $30 and costs when convicted 
on this charge. 

Provincial officials also state that 
boys riding on bicycles on the high- 
ways without observing traffic regu- 
lations may be checked up by the 
police. A number of complaints 
have been made concerning these 
youths, riding in a manner danger- 
ous to traffic.

Worm Damage 


Western Crops 
Unlikely In 1943 


The pale western cutworm 
(Agrotis orthogonia Morr.), 
which has caused such extensive 
crop losses in the past, was pre- 
sent in several localities during 
1942, according to H. L. Seamans, 
of the Dominion Entomological 
Service. 

Timely rains greatly reduced 
losses and caused an extensive re- 
covery of crops that were slightly 
injured. These same rains have 
greatly reduced the chances of 
serious infestations of this cutworm 
in 1943. In fact, for the first time 
since 1923 there is no spot on the 
Canadian prairies where any 
trouble is expected from this pest 
next season. 


MAIN METHOD 

One of the main methods of con- 
trolling the pale western cutworm 
is the prevention of infestation by 
leaving summer-fallowed land un- 
touched between August 1 and Sep- 
tember 15. This season the heavy 
rainfall has delayed the work on 
summer-fallow and many fields will 
have to be worked during August, 
if noxious weeds are to be con- 
trolled. For this year at least, irre- 
spective of when ‘the land is 
worked, farmers will probably be 
perfectly safe from pale western 
cutworm infestation in 1943. 

Recently, many farmers have re- 
quested information on the pros- 
pects of a pale western cutworm 
outbreak in 1943 because they sim- 
ply could not get the weeds clean- 
ed up by August 1. It has been a 
relief to them and will probably 
be so to others to know that they 
need not worry about the time 
when their land can be worked 
safely. 


Ottawa Geologist 
Is Going North 


Dr. G. S. Hume, Ottawa, geolo- 
gist to the Dominion oil controller, 
will leave Wednesday for the 
Peace River block to inspect sur- 
vey parties working in that area. 

The parties went into the terri- 
tory following the offer by the 
British Columbia government of 
the land to the dominion govern- 
ment for oil production purposes. 

Mr. Hume said the survey par- 
ties are engaged in mapping known 
structures, and searching for other 
likely oil bearing lands.

Province Will

Teacher Supply 
Is Adequate For 
Autumn Needs 


Providing trustees and teachers

Provincial authorities, it was 
announced Wednesday, will draw 
the attention of police to the sec- 
tions of the Motor Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act which pro- 
hibit the depositing on highways 
of materials injurious to motor 
vehicle tires. 

During these times when tire 
conservation is so essential to aid 
in the war effort, it has been found 
necessary to curb such flagrant 
practices as leaving broken bottles 
or glass on the roads.

LOURENCO MARQUES, Portu- | 
guese East Africa, July 29.—(BUP) | 
—Life in the Japanese internment 
camp at Hong Kong was primitive 
but American women showed 
much ingenuity in overcoming 
with some success shocking short- 
ages of food and clothing and 
cramped living space. 

The Japanese provided no cook- 
ing or eating or other housekeep- 
ing facilities, forcing the women 
to improvise not only for them- | 
selves but for most of the men, 

We women were hustled off to 
the internment camp in such haste 
and with such a limited amount of 
clothing—in most cases only that 
which was on our backs when the 
Japanese came—that many of us| 
were forced to make clothes of 
window drapes and other odds and 
ends of cloth we found in the 
building. 

Such accessories as girdles, bras- 
sieres, hosiery and slips were, of 
course, impossible to obtain. They | 
had to be forgotten, often to our 


embarrassment, 
Our modesty suffered other 
shocks. We were jammed together 


in such limited quarters that the 
men had to shave in front of the 
women at a common sink. 

Many of the women are return- 
ing to America wearing men's 
shirts and shorts. Some of the 
men are wearing home-made 
shorts. 

COOKING DIFFICULT 

Cooking was difficult without 
eggs, condiments or baking pow 
der. I tried to disguise the boiled | 
rice with sardines. We had only | 
a small hot plate on which to cook.
